. OBY’S SENTENCE. 


Hight Years in the Chester Peni- 
tentiary. 

Scene in the U. S. Court This Morning--A 
Talk With the Prisoner--"‘As God is My 
Judge, | Have Not a Cent.” 


The dingy old United States Court room, in the 
Post-office building was crowded this morning, 
the space within and without the bar being well 
filled witl’ spectators. The cause of the gathering 
was the expectation that Oby E. Owen, the 
defaulting teller of the Third National 
Bank, would receive his Penitentiary sentence. 
It was announced that court would meet at li a. 
m., and shortly before that hour Owen entered in 
the charce of a deputy marshal, and closely fol- 
lowed by Mr. John W. Luke, his father-in-law. 
The prisoner took pis seat to the right of the 
room, where prisoners usually sit, Mr. Luke sit- 
ting next tohim. Every eye in the court was 


fixed on Owen, who looked steadily at the floor 
and conversed in whispers with Mr. 


Luke. His attornevs, Mr. Charles P. 
Johnson and Mr. Estes, were present. 


There was some delav in opening co@rt, Judge 
Treat being nearly fifteen minutes late, an un- 
usual occurrence with him. Oby Owen was very 
anxious to have the business over, and once he 
muttered loud enough to be heard, 

‘“T WISH THEY WOULD HURRY UP.” 
Ata quarter past 11 o’clock District Attorney 
Bliss entered atthe rear door of the court-room, 
and at the same moment Judge Treat appeared at 
the side door and ascendedthe bench. Both had 
evidently just came from the Judge’s private room 
across the hall, and it was supposed that the de- 
lay had been occasioned by a consultation about 
the case. 
In a minute court was called to order,and Judge 
Treat asked the usual question, whether there 
were any motions. a 
“If the court please,” said Mr. Bliss, rising at 
the back of the bar, “in the case of Owen, I de- 
sire to move for sentence.” 
“Are there any suggestions to be made in the 
case further?” asked Judge Treat, 
“The prisoner asks for no further delay,” said 
Gov. Johnson. 
“LET OWEN STAND UP,” 
said Judge Treat, curtly, and Marshal Stearns pi- 
loted him to a place before the bench. “The of- 
fense with which you are charged,” said Judge 
Treat, is Peculiar in its nature, because it was not 
brought about by a sudden impulse, to which 
aman sometimes yields, nor by a temptation, 
which might seize a man who finds himself and 
his family in want. It wasapeculation which 
continued, and which was a matter of years’ dura- 
tion. There may bea creat deal of commisera- 
tion for a man who is driven to crime by want. 
That is not your case. The co rt would ordinarily 
be inclined to inflict the maximum punishment. 
Bui the court also remembers that you have con- 
fessed your guilt, have pleaded guilty, and that 
you have told many things that you know about 


be the extreme one, but for the medium term of 
years. The sentence of the court is that 
vou be taken to the Penitentiary at 
Chester, IIL. there to be imprisoned for a term of 
eight years, and that you pay the costs in the 
case,” 

OWEN SAT DOWN, 

with his face very flushed. The crowd, who had 
only attended to see this part of the proceedings, 
jumped up and rushed out peli mell with such 
noise that the Marshal had to shout for order.

desired. 

“Itisa stiff sentence,” said Mr. Estes. “We 
expected he would get six years, not more.” 

“At Chester” said Mr, Bliss, “prisoners get a 
remit of five days a month for good behavior. 
That makes two months a year, or sixteen months 
during the eight years for which Owen is sen- 
tenced,.”’ 

The crowd which left the court-room had gath- 
ered at the bottom of the stairs to gaze at the pris- 
oner as he went out. He had zone up to the Mar- 
shal’s office, however, where the PostT-DISPATCH 
reporter met him and talked with him. 

“Why was it, Mr. Owen,” asked the reporter, 
“that you objected to the presence of reporters at 
the depositions?” 

“The only reason was that the depositions cover- 
eda long time, and that the transactions mentioned 
would bring in a number of names of persous. 
The transactions with these persons were perfect- 
iy innocent, so far as they were concerned, and 
the public would get a very wrong impression 
from the publication of the names, without the 
proper explanations. I knew that the depositions 
would be filed, and that the publie could get them 
as entered,” 

“An impression has cained ground that you 
were disposed to favor the bank’?”’ 

“Any such impression is entirely erroneons. 
After I had pleaded guilty I could have refused 
to testify ataliin relation to my transactions. 
But both sides desired that I should testify and I 
gave as fair and as truthful a statement as I pos- 
sibly could from the data L possessed. Of course, 
much of my memoranda, Kept for my private 
intormation, I could not get at. 
This left altogether to my recollection transac- 
tions. the details of which it Was impossible for me 
to remember. But I think that everybody con- 
nected with both sides willadmit that I have dove 
all I could to make a fair and truthful statement of 
how the bank’s money was expected,” 

“There are many whe still believe that you still 
have a considerable amount of the bank’s funds.” 

‘Well, this is most unfortunate for me, as I am 
virtually a pauper this minute. The support of 
my poor children will be left to my father-in-law, 
I suppose. As God is my judge, I have 
not one solitary cent left of the 
money which 1 took from _ the bank. 
I have relinquished all my property, ang the only 
wish I had tn uring to get bail, was. to avoid 
punishment in this case, which I had long since 
determined to meet, but to use every endeavor 
that I could, among friends and 
relatives, to raise mouey to diminish 
the losses of the bank and my bondsmen. 
I feel as deep an interest and sympathy for my 
bondsmen as I do for the officers of the bank. T 
realize their former trustin meand 1 could not 
Wiltully and Knowingly do anything against their 
interests. If there are those who _ still

Her father, Don Manuel Romero Rubio, 
has had a very varied experience, although it is 
perhaps only typical of the Mexico of the past. 
As a lawyer he enjoys the most lucrative practice 
in Mexico, and his house and handsome library 
have been kept intact amid many changes. But 
he himself has been thrice a banished man, and, 
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Diaz will again be Presiaent of Mexico, and then 
Romero Rubio will be Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court. 


THE friends of Diaz saythat he is quite as 
much surprised as he is_ delighted with 
the hearty welcome given him, and that he had 
no expectation of anything of the kind. He has 
been in‘this country before, but only on the bor- 
der as a fugitive, once going overland to New 
Orleans to take passage to Vera Cruz. Even after 
he was President this country strangely refused 
to recognize him for nearly two _ years, 
and he had no way of knowing that the 
people of this country cared much for Him, 
and as he comes in no official eapacity he 
expected no official honors and no special atten- 
tions fof any kind. The attentions shown him 
will produce the very best effect in Mexico, where 
he is the popular idol. 


I SUPPOSE a great many people have been to 
see the water color exhibition in Fine Art Hall, 
but if so they were there when Iwas not.

The Doings of Our Legislators.—Date of 


Probable Adjournment. 
From our Special Correspondent. 


JEFFERSON CiTy, March 16.—In spite of the 
efforts of Senators Allen and Bryant, both of 


whom argued that the Downing high license bill 
was an unconstitutional measure, the Senate to- 
day concurred in the House amendments to the 
bill. These amendments simply corrected the 
phraseology of the bill, but from the row over 
them one would infer that the life of the 
nation depended on the issue. Senator Baldwin 


declared that the defeat of the bill would take 
30,000 voters out of the Democratic ranks, basing 
his declaration on the statement that a majority 
of the people of the State had expressed a desire 
for the enactment of a high-license law, and that 
if they were disappointed in their desire they 
pete fly to some party that would heed their de- 
ands, 

Some work of interest to St. Louis people was 
done in the House. Hall’s Scheme and Charter 
bill passed. This makes it obligatory on the 
Municipal Assembly to call an election 
whenever 1,000 persons, tax-paying citizens of the 
City, petition for the submission of an amend- 
ment abolishing the Scheme and Charter. The 
Garesche bill to authorize the examination of 
ballots in contested election cases passed, but the 
very object of the bill was defeated when the 
House refused to tack on the emergency clause. 

After a three hours’ discussion the appropri- 
ation bill was materially amended by setting 
apart one-third of the entire reve- 
nue of the State for school purposes. 
This makes an increase of one-twelfth, 
or, in plain figures, something lke $163,000 per 
annum, Financiers up in State affairs shake their 
heads and assert that this increase will drain the 
cash box of every nickel, if it does not run the 
State into a devt which it cannot afford to carry. 

IN THE SENATE 
the Davis bill providing that where persons have 
paid for street construction they shall not be lia- 
ble for repairs—in other words relieving 
them from special taxation—was passe. 
There was aspirited fight over 
O’Brien’s registration bill. It came up 
for third reading and passage, but O’Brien had 
the vote reconsidered and placed on the road to 
engrossment.

The Senate Public School Library bill, which 
was defeated in the House on Wednesday night, 
Was called up this aiternoon, the defeating vote 
recousidered and the bill once more put upon its 
passage, the roli-call resuiting ninety-three ayes 
to tWeive bays, proving conclusively that there 
had been a very great revulsion in feeling 
in a very limited period of time.

There seenis to be a mutual understanding be- 
tween the House and Senate that 12 0’clock noon 
of Wednesday, March 28, will be fixed as the time 
of final adjournment of the Assembly. A resolu- 
tion to this effect was introduced this evening, but 
on account of other business pending action upon 
it Was deferred until to-morrow. 


$100,000 DAMAGES. 


Two Libel Suits Instituted Against the 
Missouri Kepublican. 

Two libel snits for $50,000 each were filed this 
morning in the Circuit Court by Johnson, Lodge

W. Bb. Bates, in behalf of Robt. 8. Montgomery, 
President of the Shelbyville, Tennessee, Savings 
Bank and John R. Wallace, cashier of the bank, 
against George Knapp & Co., publish- 
ers of the Repubiican.

Mhowah Brandy. 
From a New York Sun Letter. 


For some time past the French custom au- 
thorities have remarked large quantities of 
some dry fruit landed from ships engaged in 
the Indian trade. This fruit is about the size 
of a cherry, but brown in color, and with the 
taste of bad sweet raisins. An investigation 
showed that this fruit was the flower of the 
Indian tree, the mhowah, and that itis im- 
ported by the manufacturers of wine, who 
mix it with ordinary grapes. It has been 
estimated that not less than 300,000 kilograms 
of these mhowah fiowers were imported into 
France during the first six months of 1882. 
rhis tree is a native of India, where it is 
held in high esteem. In April the tree loses 
its leaves, and suddenly a large num- 
ber of clusters of flowers burst out 
in the branches. These flowers are 
like fruits rather than blossoms, 
and they fall to the ground as soon as 
they ripen. One tree will produce as much 
as 200 kilograms of these flowers. Among the 
Gounds and Bhlis,the people livingwhere the 
mhowah grows, the tree is looked upon al- 
most asa divinity. It is under its shade that 
all their important meetings are held, it is 
upon its branches that they hang their 
votive offerings, and itis between its roots 
that they spread out the mysterious circles 
of flints which, with them, take the place of 
idols. For the savages the flower of the 
mhowah is areal manna. When dried they 
knead itinto a cake, or make a paste of it, or 
grind into flour. By fermentation they make 
a very pleasant, clear wine from it, which is 
well known by the English soldiers quarter- 
ed in India. The English physicians assert 
that the wine and alcohol distilled from the 
mhowa hare very dangerous, having many of 
the attributes of absinthe, and cause similar 
effects on the brain. Many cases of madness 
in India are laid tothe account of the 
mhowah, and on this account the French 
authorities do not look favorably upon the 
importation of the flower into France.

How Wagner Composed. 
(Leipsig Cov. N, Y. Post.) 

Richard Wagner composed, like all great 
musicians, in his brain, and not, is often im- 
agined, at the piano. It is a delight to ex- 
amine a manuscript composition from his 
his hand—to see how complete and well- 
rounded, how ripe and finished everylhing 
sprung from his head. Changes are very 
rarely found in such a manuscript; even in 
the boldest harmonies and most difficult 
combinations, nota slip of the pen occurs. 
In the entire score of *,Tannhanser,”? which 
Wagner wrote out himself from beginning to 
end in chemical ink, not one correction is to 
be found. One note followed the other with 
easy rapidity. It was his habit to write the 
musical sketch in pencil—in Bayreuth music- 
paper was to be found in every corner of 
‘“Wahnfried,’’ on which, while wandering 
about the house during sleepless nights, 
musing and planning, he made brief jottings, 
often merely a new idea in instrumentation. 

The rest was in his head; the vocal parts 
were added to the score without hesitation, 
and never needed correction. For the 
orchestra he employed three staves, one of 
which was reserved for special notes, as, for 
instance, when a particular instrument was 
to enter. From these sketches the vocal 
parts could be written out immediately, 
although the instrumentation was by no 
means finished. Such sketches were care- 
fully collected by Frau Cosima, who tried 
for a time to fix the notes permanently by 
arawing the pen through them. ‘This task 
was, however, soon abandoned. In its stead 
she grasped the idea of making a collection 
of all Wagner’s manuscripts, to be deposited 
in “‘Wahntfried.”” For many years she has 
conducted an extended correspondence for 
the purpose of obtaining, for love or money, 
the scattered treasures, and has in a great 
measure—principally through the use of the 
latter persuasive—succeeded.

The opponents of Stephen (Acfs vi :9-10) 
could not overpower him by argument, and, 
therefore, changed into relentless persecu- 
tors, they would put him down by force. 
Having privately instigated and instructed 
false witnesses against him, they created a 
popular excitement and thus furnished the 
scribes and rulers with the occa- 
sion they doubtless desired. Ste- 
phen is seized unawares, brought before 
the Sanhedrim and charged with seeking to 
subvert Jewish customs and rights.

One against 
mavy, utterly in their power, any attempt 
at conciliation, had it been in his ease right, 
would have been useless.

servants. Then, suddenly changing his tone, 
he addressed his hearers with irrepressible 
indignation and a flaming zeal. charging 
them with murdering the true Joshua, or 
Jesus. It is disputed whether Stephen fin- 
ished his speech or not. The abruptness of 
its close, and the rageof the Jews at that 
moment, seem to indicate that he was _ inter- 
rupted by the furious clamor of his foes now 
eager to slay him. His speech results in his 
HEROIC DEATH. 

Acts vii: 54-60. (54) Now, when they heard these 
things, they were cut to the heart, and they 
gnashed on him with their teeth. (55) But he, be- 
Ing full of the Holy Spirit, looked up steadfastly 
into heaven, and saw the glory of God, (56) and 
Jesus standing on the right hand of God, and said 
Behold. I see the heavens opened, and the Son of 
man standing on the right hand of God, (57) But 
they cried ont with a loud voice, and stopped their 
ears, and rushed upon him with one accord; (58) 
aud they cast him out of the city, and stoned him; 
and the withesses laid down their garments at the 
feet of a young man named Saul. (69) And they 
stoned Stephen, calling upon the Lord, and say- 
ing, Lord Jesus, receive my spirit. (60) And he 
Kneeled down and cried with a loud voree, Lord, 
lay not this sin to their charge. And when he had 
said this he fell asleep. 

“When they,” the people, as well as the 
Sanhedrim. “heard these things,” the terri- 
ble, stinging charges with which Stephen’s 
address concluded (verses 51-53), “they were 
cut tothe heart,” literally “*they were sawn 
through” (an expression of the keenest 
anguish followed by wrath). See Acts v:33. 
They were convicted, but not converted. In- 
stead of exclaiming, “‘what must we do to be 
saved?” they “‘gnashed on him with their 
teeth” with intense indignation and hate. 
Their frenzy, too violent for: words, vented 
itself after the manner of a ferocious, chain- 
ed dog whom one attempts to release. Com- 
pare Job xvi: 9; Psalm xxxvii: 12; Matthew 
Vili: 12; xiii:42. 

“But he,’’ with sublime calmness, nothing 
moved by theirrage, because ‘“‘full of the 
Holy Spirit,” and therefore strengthened 
and exalted by the divine presence (Acts, 
iv: 3), “looked up steadfastly into heaven.”’ 
His gaze was fixed not on their enrageé 
countenances, but above, where his erown 
was laid up and in readiness. To his intent 
and uplifted spirit this scene in heaven was 
revealed: (1) “the glory of God,’ the sheki- 
nah, or eelestial brightness in which God 
himself appears; (Ex. xxv: 22; xl: 34; Heb., 
1x: 5): and 2) “Jesus standing on the right 
hand of God.” 

lt was a vision addressed not to his senses, 
but to his mind’s eye. It had, however, to 
all the face of an objective reality; and 
though no one else in tire company could see 
what he saw, like a bold confessor he de- 
clares all that he beholds: “‘I see the heaveus 
open’—as if to receive me—‘‘and the Son 
of man standing on the right hand of God.” 

The title, ‘S‘on of man,” was one often 
used by the Savior of himself. (Matt. viii: 20.) 
It describes him from the human side. After 
this incident we find it in the New Testa- 
ment only twice (Rev, i;13: xXiv: 4). 
This view. of the glorified  hu- 
inanity of Christ was specially 
sented to the need of Stephen. It was a 
fulfillment of Christ’s own words (Mat. xxvi: 
64). Mark where Jesus is: “on the right 
hand of God,” the place of power and honor. 
Note his posture: “standing,” in the attitude 
of approval and protection, expressing “the 
eager interest with which from his 
mediatorial throne he watched the scene in 
that council chamber, and the full tide of his 
Spirit, which he was engaged at that 
moment in pouring into the heart of his 
heroical witness, til it beamed in radiance 
from his very countenance.’”’ Compare Ps. 
ex: 1; Mark xvii: 19; Eph. i: 20; Col. iii: 1; 
Heb. i: 3; viii: 1; x: 12; xil: 2 ‘Thus 
Stephen declares to the council 
that the exaltation of Christ, which his 
enemies should hereafter behold to their 
dismiay, was already begun. The crucified 
Christ was already in the place of power, ex- 
alted to supreme dominion. 

No wonder their fury became unbounded, 


their decorum no longer restrained. The 
judges and witnesses themselves became ex- | 
ecutioners; the council, an excited mob. | 
‘To men of their character and spirit, the | 
heavely words of S ephen could only bring | 
matters to one issue: “They eried out witha 
loud voiee’’—charging him to be silent, or 
demanding his death—‘‘and stopped their 
ears’ —shutting out the truth they could 
not answer, and were unwilling to admit— 
“and rushed upon him with one accord,” 
tumultuously, with not a single voice raised 
to preserve order, or in the name of justice. 
A trantic outburst of lawless rage, itis evi- 
dent: because Stephen had not been legally 
condemned, or, if he had been, the Jews, un- 
der the Roman law, had no power to inflict 
the penalty of death without the sanction of 
the Procurator. (John xviii:31.) The whole 
proceedings, therefore, according to their 
own customs, were illegal and unjustifble. 

The manner of his death was harsh 
in the — extreme. “They cast 
him out of the city,” dragging him 
beyond the city wall, as the Mosaic law re- 
quired to be done in cases of blasphemy 
(Lev. xxiv:14; Num. Xv: 35: Kin 
xxi:13; Heb. xiii: 12-13), and proceeded 
stone him, this being the Jewish penalty for 
blasphemy and other grave crimes (Ex. 
xix:13; Deut. xvii:5; Josh. vii: 25). “And 
the witnesses’’—who, according to the law, 
must begin the work of death (Deut. xvii: 7; 
John viii: 7)—‘‘laid down their garments at 
the feet of a young man named Saul.” The 
garments were laid aside to afford them 
greater freedom of action in their bloody 
work, and were laid ut Saul’s feet to be safe- 
ly uarded. “In the conduct 
of _ these witnesses we observe 
a fragment of legality—a faint 
effort to invest a mere outbreak of mob vio- 
lence with the character of formal justice. 

And now the murderous work begins. The 
witnesses having cast the first stones, the 
multitude joins in. Inveterate hate has its 
fill of cruel revenge. But Stephen, the vic- 
tim, what of him? Prayerful, forgiving, 
calm, confiding, ptorecting > his Weir 
“Calling upon the Lord’’—whom he beholds 
on God’s right hand—he prays, ‘Lord Jesus, 
receive my spirit.” He prays directly to 
Christ. He addresses him as ‘Lord, As 
Jesus himself commended his spirit to the 
Father (Luke xxiii :46), so Stephen, dis- 
ciple? in turn. comme t to 
the Son. And they in the intense fervor and 
earnestness of his prayer “he kneeled down 
and cried with a loud volc 
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spirit. “No parallel to this prayer of Ste- 
phen can be found out of Christian ge & : 

“And when he had said this he fell 
asleep.” A beautiful expression for death, 
denoting the peace of the dying Christian 
and his hope of a_ glorious resurrection 
Heathen writers sometimes speak of death 
as a sleep, but the word “cemetery, ~ or 
sleeping-place, where the body sleeps in the 
hope of a resurrection, is distinctively a 
Christian word. Compare also Jolin xi: ll; 
I Cor, xv: 18; Psalm exxvii: 2.

THE FIRST GENERAL PMRSECUTION. 

Acts viii: 1-4. And Saul was cOnsenting unto his 
death. And there arose on that day a great per- 
secution against the church which was in Jeru- 
salem; and they were all scattered abroad 
throughout the regions of Judea and Samaria, ex- 
cept the apostles. (2) And devout men buried 
“yor and made great lamentation over him. 
(3) But Saul laid waste the church, entering into 
every house, and dragging away inen and women 
committed them to prison. (4) They therciore 
that were scattered abroad went about preaching 
the word. 

The first sentence really closes the preced- 
ing chapter: ‘‘And Saul was consenting unto 
his death.”’ Saul, afterwards Paul the great 
apostle to the Gentiles, doubtless 
was a mInember of the Cilician 
Synagogue mentioned in acts vi:{-10, 
and one of the chief disputants with Ste- 
phen. He was “a young man,” probably 
about thirty years of age, and a decided 
enemy of the Christians. (Acts vii: 58.) 
Though not participating directly in the act 
of murdering Stephen, yet he ‘‘consented”’ to 
it, approved it. ‘The Greek word conveys 
more than mere “‘consent’”’ (compare Luke 
xi: 48; Rom. i: 32; 1 Cor. vii: 12, 13). Paul 
himself confesses his great guilt in this case 
in Acts xxii: 20, and Luke here records pro- 
bably a confession which he had often heard 
from Paul’s own lips. How malignant was 
his spirit at this time is seen from the fact 
(v. Lili) tuat he “laid waste the 
church,” by “entering into every 
house’—that is, taking the disciples 
house by house, “and, dragging away men 
and women, committed them to prison.’

it Saul was not the only perseecutor. 
“On that day,” -the very day of Stephen's 
death, the whole body of Christians at 
Jerusalem felt the keen hate of their en- 
emies. Large numbers of believers were 
driven from the city, and sought places of 
refuge in Judea and Samaria. The apostles, 
however, stood to their work unmoved; 
partly because they would not quit the post 
of duty and danger; partly because, doubt- 
less, the chief persecution was directed 
against the Heilenistic party, of which 
Stephen was ameiber, and therefore left 
the apostles comparatively untroubled, 

In contrast to the persecuting hate of the 
dominant party appears the conduct of cer- 
tain “devout men,” pious Jews, who, im- 
pressed, it may be, with admiration for Ste- 
phen, and secretly inclined to the new faith, 

ut having neither the courage nor the 


-ability to prevent his death, nevertheless 


dared to give him burial, just as Joseph of 
Arimathea and Nicodemus did for Christ, 
‘‘and made great lamentation over him,’’ as 
expressed in the Oriental way of clapping 
the hands or smiting on the breast. 

In contrast also to the wrath of 
man’s purpose in the death of 
Stephen and the persecution of the church, 
shines forth the purpose of God, who would 
overrule all this hellish rage of man for the 
spread of the “good news.’ For this was 
the result: ‘“They therefore that were scat- 
tered abroad went about preaching the 
Word.” Persecution gave rise to Christian 
mission. ‘The blood of the first martyr be- 
came the seed of a great spiritual harvest. 
(Acts i:8; xi: 19-21.) “Instead of having 
their hopes dashed and their energies 
crushed, the scattered disciples found their 
field of vision and of action only enlarged 
and brightened. As their hold on Jerusalem, 
with all its ancient associations and endear- 
ments, got loosened,it was only to disclose to 
them something of the more extended career 
ou which the church was about to enter.” 
The persecuted fugitives became Christ's 
ainbassadors to lost men.

CROWNING THE CZAR. 


Lavish Preparations for the Coronation 
of the Russian Autocrat. 
Cor. of the New York Herald. 

It is reported that the chief sovereigns and 
princes who were at Berlin during the cel- 
ebration of the silver wedding of the Crown 
Prinee and Crown Princéss have agreed to 
be represented at the coronation of the Czar 
by ambassadors only. ‘The last act of Prinee 
Gortschakoff was to dictate a telegram to the 
Czar saluting him on the oceasion of his 
birthday. 

Invitations to attend the coronation of the 
Czar at Moseow have been sent to the fam- 
ilies of all the crowned heads of Europe and 
to most of the small potentates of Central 
| Asia, as wellas to the Emperors of China 
| and of Japan.

There are great preparations going on at 
the present time in St. Petersburg and Mos- 
'cow for the coronation, which is to take 
| place in May. Already many hundreds of 
| horses are being transferred from the im- 
perial stables of St. Petersburg to Moscow. 
The number of these animals required for 
the oecasion may be surmised from the fact 
that the Minister of the Imperial Household 
has issued an order to engage 1,200 volun- 
teers as stablemen in addition to the regu- 
lar men in the employment. Thirty-six 
gilded closed carriages and four gilded open 
carriages are to be sent to Moscow for 
the oceasion. These vehicles must, of course, 
be more imposing ‘than comfortable, 
since they mostly belong to. the stvle of car- 
riage made acentury and even more ago. 
Most of them were constructed in the begin- 
ning of the eighteenth century, while others 
were made in the reigns of Alexanner L and 
Nicholas IL. Conspicuous among them is 
the magnificent gilded earriage presented to 
the Einpress Elizabeth, of Russia, by Fred- 
erick the Great in 1746. These forty carriag- 
es, with the invited guests, will be drawn by 
188 horses, fifty-nine of whieh have been re- 
cently imported from Hanover expressly for 
the purpose, and are reported to bea _ splen- 
did set of horses—ali alike as peas and all of 
a magnificent bay shade. 

Two ermine-lined purple coronation man- 
tles have been ordered of the dealer in furs, 
Grunwald, of Moscow. These mantles are 
to be about seven yards in length, with an 
imperial eagle embroidered in gold on the 
back of each of them. ‘The dress which is to 
be worn by the Empress on the coronation is 
being embroidered in the famous atelier of 
Loman, in Moscow. It will consist of finely 
woven silver cloth, all embroidered in silver, 
a garland of embroidery nearly a yard wide 
running around the bottom of the skirt and 
covering the train. ‘The train alone, consist- 
ing almost entirely of silver, is to weigh more 
than twenty pounds... 

The old capital of Russia is to display the 
greatest hospitality on that occasion. All 
the numerous monasteries, all private houses, 
are undergoing repairs in order to offer ac- 
commodations to the expected guests. None 
of the persons summoned for the oeeasion to 
Moscow by the imperial decree are to be 
quartered in hotels; the nouses of the nobil- 
ity, of the notables and of the dignitaries of 
the Chureh are open to those. The Metrop- 
olitans of St. Petersburg and of Kiew, who 
are to crown the Czar, are to have a splen- 
did set of rooms in the two large historic 
monasteries of. Moscow, and likewise will be 
accommodated the other twelve prelates 


who officiate at the coronation. 
Lhe nobiles of the government 
of Moscow, in council assein- 


bled, have decided to offer the traditionary 
bread and salt to the monarch on a plate 
which is to cost 5,000 rubles. They have re- 
solved to give a ball to the Emperor, at 
which, in order to avoid a crowd, but 2,700 
persons wil: be present, though the hall of 
the House of the Nobility in Moscow may 
easily contain over 4,000 guests, Fifteen 
thousand rubles have been voted for the 
decoration of the ball-room, as much more 
forthe restoration of furniture, and, all 
expenses considered, the bali to be given by 
the nobility is very likely to cost 100,000 
rubles, which sum will be levied as a_ seif- 
imposed tax from the income of the landed 
proprietors of the Government of . Moscow, 
who are all eager to extend their hospitality 
to the Czar and Czaritza. a
